Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, applicant argued in substance 
that: 

(A) Prior art does not teach wherein said list of registered applications is automatically requested at a predetermined interval, by a service 
agent. The Applicant argues that "Reisman merely discloses the fetching of updates" which is not the same as the claimed "application". 

As to point (A), the Examiner respectfully disagrees. First, the claim terms are given their broadest reasonable interpretation, unless the 
Applicant has chosen to act as his or her own lexicographer. The Examiner can find no specific definition for the claim term "application", 
and certainly not one that would distinguish the term over a software update. The term "application" can be defined as a computer program 
designed for a specific task. Accordingly, the claim term "application" can be reasonably correspond to a software update. Applicant's 
own specification supports this conclusion, at paragraphs 0012 and 0061, the selected application is referred to as an software update. 
Nevertheless, Reisman also teaches that the update can be packaged in executable form (column 11, lines 35-45), which it clearly one type 
of applcation. Applicant also argues that the prior art does not teach the limitation "... by a service agent" and not by an application or 
device. The Examiner notes that any requesting device or application would correspond to the claimed requesting "service agent". 
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
